Black poetress 
from dandelion to rose

“| especially enjoyed putting 
dandelions in my nature poems 
because dandelions seem to be 
very much like myself. | 
considered dandelions ‘ordinary 
but beautiful’ and that is what | 
considered myself to be . 
what | still consider myself to 
be,”” said poetress Gwendolyn 
Brooks’ of her ‘‘express- 
yourself-stage’’ of childhood 
writing between ages 7 and 13. 

Beginning writing asa 
7-year-old and winning the 
Pulitzer Prize in 1950 _ for 
Poetry, Gwendolyn Brooks is 
not a dandelion but a rose in full 
bloom, soaking in the sun rays 
and enjoying life around her. 

Speaking to a near-capacity 
crowd in the Faculty Lounge on 
Monday, Brooks. read some of 
her works, discussed life, 
politics, answered questions and 
even shared her scheduled time 
for a presentation with an 
aspiring poetress named Brenda 
‘Hedrick. 


SAC to participate 


Brooks has received 
numerous awards and honors for 
her poetry, including the 
American Academy of Arts and 
Letters Creative Writing Award. 
She was named Poet Laureate of 
Illinois in 1969. 


“In 1967, | went to a black 
conference at Fisk University in 
Nashville, Tenn., and there my 
whole life began to change,” said 


Brooks. ‘| met a type of young 


black person that | hadn’t seen— 


much of before. The poets 
among them had this for a 


motto: ‘Black poetry is written 
by blacks, about blacks to 
blacks.’’’ Since that time, Brooks 
continued, she has been active 
with a youth group in Chicago, 
The Blackstone Rangers; she 
discussed her trips with youths 
to Africa and the change in

Modern culture demands 
expansion of child-care facilities 


The child-care issue has been sprouting lately 
under a controversial light. On one side, opponents 
express a fear of the disintegration of the 
traditional American family, and proponents hold 
the opinion that there is a growing need for 
expansion of child-care institutions. 

el DON supports extensive development of 
government funded child-care centers and believes 
rivals to this expansion .are living in the past and 
should wake up to modern day realities. 

Statistics state that, in the U.S. over six million 
children under the age of six have working 
mothers, with the number steadily increasing every 
year. Unfortunately, there are only about one 
million licensed facilities to take care of these 
children, and 75 per cent of them do not meet 
federal standards. 

Opponents reason that government-subsidized 
child-care organizations will eliminate private 
businesses because the government provides 
relatively low-cost services. This is the way it 
ought to be. When you are dealing with the care of 
children, competitive economic struggle should be 
set aside.

services.

In this age of 
equality, many men are assuming the role of 
homemaker and need a place to take their children 
while they are out making money. Without a 
child-care center, many parents would end up 
leaving their children with the unlicensed 
babysitter -- the T.V. /t would also keep them out 
of alleys and off the streets. 

The child would also gain an advantage by 
being in an atmosphere of learning. It has been 
established that the early years of our lives are the 
best time to accumulate knowledge. Why not let 
the child-care center contribute to the important 
process of socialization and education. 

Many people relate the child-care institution to 
a cold and damp room, unfriendly and without 
love. If this is true, there is no decree which states 
it can't be changed. 

The child-care center is here to stay, and with 
improvements, the institution will be beneficial to 
all involved.

Child care controversy 


growing in county circles- 
values and profits at stake

“Six and one-half million children under six in the United States 
have working mothers, with licensed facilities for only a little over a 
million -- and 75 percent of these do not meet federal standards,” 
said Dr. Bettye Lewis, strong supporter of increased government 
funding for child day-care centers. 

Dr. Lewis is only one of many people actively campaigning for 
‘more facilities to aid working mothers who cannot afford expensive 
child-care fees. She charges that one stigma day care has to fight is 
“the notion that it is just for poor children from incompetent 
families.” 

RSCCD has three government-funded child-care facilities in 
Orange County. They are: Los Ninos in Santa Ana, Rancho Orange 
in Orange, and SAC Child Development Center. 

Gloria Nelson, Coordinator of SAC’s center explained how the 
program works. ‘The state government pays $1.21 per hour per 
child, and the parent is thereafter charged on a sliding scale, 
according to ability to pay.” 

Nelson said the center stresses a “healthy self-image . .. workers 
respond to children as individuals and provide an environment with 
opportunities for self-esteem.” 

However, government-subsidized child care has opponents, 
including members of religious and teaching institutions. 

Candy Pauley, 33, President of National Gospel Ministries and 
hostess of KYMS talk show, ‘The Christian Report,”’ said, “In my 
Opinion it’s a total brainwashing -- just one step away from 1984!” 

According to the religious director, in government subsidized 
pre-schools, almost everything a child does is logged in a book, from 
what he says to his toilet habits, as well as any reference to his home 
environment. Then the information is evaluated by a psychologist or 
school official.

“The play is now organized,”’ she continued, “and games are 
employed to restructure the mind. Children are taught to be what 
the government and individual teachers want them to be. Teachers 
try to clarify and even change the values taught the children by their 
parents. | have to ‘deprogram’ my child daily.” 


Said Pauley, ‘This is a real out for parents who don’t want the 
responsibility of disciplining their children. Previotsly, the primary 
concern was to feed, love and nourish the child, but that point of 
view has changed.”’ 


“Now we are raising a society of children that only think and care 
about themselves, their needs, their desires, and the heck with 
everyone else!” she said. 


Acknowledging that there is a need for child care for people who 
can’t afford it, Pauley added, ‘‘But | don't think the answer is 
government control.”’ 


Pauley feels that with more free or almost free child care 


available, few parents would be inclined to pay for private child care.

“Ultimately, they’re going to eliminate private day care centers,”’ 
she continued. ‘‘Right now, Orange County has 300 licensed centers. 
But when we can get child-care services at no cost, private businesses 
will not be able to compete.” 


“History has shown that when people turn their needs over to 
government they lose more of their freedoms, then more, until it is 
just a socialistic system,” she went on. 


Pauley said that she personally can’t see any way to keep from 
having government-controlled centers without a ‘‘mass uprising of 
parents across the nation,’’ but advises parents planning to place 
their children in one of the centers to “examine the program very 
carefully.” 

Educational organizations are also concerned. 

Nora Muller, 37, Director of Montessori Far Horizons, a private 
school in Orange, outlined practical pitfalls of 
government-subsidized child care. 


“The government will allocate funds for a school,” she said, ‘‘but 
specify that the school must be a non-profit organization, and how 
the funds may be spent. For instance, we may need special teaching 
devices, but be unable to use the money which would have to be 
spent in a certain category, such as social development or 
playground development. ” 

Muller said that the curriculum and teacher certification would 
have to be government-approved, a requirement that could seriously 
detract from Montessori’s effectiveness in academic teaching. 

“There are so many stipulations on what you must or must not 
do, that school personnel would have to spend too much time 
adhering to the rules and not concentrating on the academic aspect,” 
she concluded. 

In the controversial area of child-care facilities, many problems 
must be ironed out before a solution or agreement may be reached 
concerning government control.

Although the 1976 football 
season is long over for SAC fans, 
the Don gridders are already 
preparing for the new season. 

Coach Howard Black's 
charges are currently involved in 
a spring football class under the 
leadership of defensive line 
coach Ross McDonald. 

The returning lettermen are 
on a weight program called 
circuit training which enables 
them to develop strength. “They 
are divided into groups of 
three,”” Coach Black said of the 
players, ‘‘And they go from 
station to station, working on 
different weights to strengthen 
different parts of their bodies.” 

The team works on weights 
twice a week. Also, they are 
engaged in distance running and 
sprinting and will continue to do 
so until the spring practices 
begin April 11. 

“At our spring practices, we 
will begin to stress offensive and 
defensive techniques,”” Black 
stated. ‘We also will experiment 
with certain players at different 
positions.” 

After five weeks of spring 
practices, the team will work out 
on its own until the summer 
program begins in June. The 
lettermen will be joined by all 
prospective freshmen for 
summer drills. 

Finally, after a week of 
conditioning Aug. 15-22, the 
football team will begin serious 
practicing for the fall season. 

“What we are trying to 


accomplish during the spring and 
summer session is establish an 


ers work weights 
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esprit de corps among the 
players,”” commented — Black. 
“They split up and_ have 
intramural competition among 
themselves in other sports. This 
way, they keep in shape and get 
to develop a rapport with each 
other.’’ 

Coach Black and his staff are 
very optimistic about the 1977 
edition of the SAC _ football 
team. 

“We are looking for our first 
_winning season in a long time,” 
said Black. ‘’‘We are stronger 
physically, our attitude is great, 
the response from the area high 
schools has been tremendous, 
and we feel we will have a 
successful season.” 

The Dons will play a tougher 
schedule this season as Coach 
Black has added such 
powerhouses as Golden West, 
Rio Hondo and Cypress _ in 


addition to the conference 
opponenNts.

lettermen expected to lead the 
way for the Dons this year are 
quarterback Steve Cody, 
placekicker Charles Wilburn, and 
Marty McDermidt, a_ transfer 
from Cal Poly Pomona.

There is an array of reasons 
why the California Angels’ 
eight-round pick in the pro draft 
this year decided to venture into 
the college of the Dons. Castillo 
has dreams of becoming a 
paramedic and he found SAC’s 
program among the best. He also 
doesn't want to feel -Little 
Leagueish and he knows Coach 
Jim Reach isn’t about to treat 
him or his team as such. 


“Marty wants to be a 
paramedic and I’m sure that had 
a lot to do with him coming over 
here,’’ said Reach. 


Castillo, first drafted by the 
pros after his graduation from 
Savanna High School, added to 
his new coach’s statement. ‘All 
of my classes are at Santa Ana, 
because | want to be a 
paramedic or something like 
that, and | thought why take 
something | really don’t need at 
Fullerton. Santa Ana has real 
good instruction, so |! came 
here.” 


Making the transition, 
however, wasn’t easy. ‘There are 
no bad feelings between the 
players,’ the all-conference and 
all-Southern California selection 
a season ago said. ‘‘But my other 
coach (Mike Sgobban) didn't 
like the idea. He was pretty 
bitter against the whole thing. 
He wasn’t at all in favor of me 
coming over here. 


“Tl told him | was going to 
transfer to Santa Ana and he 
gave me the sad story: ‘I have to 
gO out and recruit a new third 
baseman’ and all that,’’ Castillo 
added. 


“Coach Sgobban thought 
Reach had recruited me, but 
Reach didn’t talk to me. My 
brother (Art) played for Reach 
in high school. He told me about 
him and later | talked to 
Reach.” 


Art was a pitcher on Reach’s 
Savanna squad and the coach 
thinks the older Castillo ‘had a 
bearing on Marty. ’ 


Bitterness must be the best 
word to describe Sgobban’s day 
a week ago Thursday as Castillo 
powered a two-run homerun to 
beat his old team. 


Also involved in the win were 
Gilbert Castillo, who doubled in 
a run, and Dennis Kause, who 
went 3-4 at the plate. Both 
transferredalong with Castillo. 


“I'm glad | was on this side of 
the field when the game ended,”’ 
Reach said. “In fact, | didn’t 
even go over and shake hands 
with the coach after the game 
because I’m sure he was quite 
upset.” 


Castillo has a_ deficiency 
which doesn’t allow his potential 
to flourish.

my own thing” hangup which 
has prevailed since his Little 
League days. SAC’s clean-up 
hitter is out to change that. 


“I've talked to Reach and | 
told him | just have a lot of 
problems. | don’t have my head 
in the game all the time. I've 
always needed someone to keep 
in line,’’ Castillo admitted. 


“That’s one reason why | 
came to Santa Ana. Everything 
is 100 per cent better here. 
There is more knowledge, 
different philosophy in baseball. 
Coach Reach is all business. 


“At Fullerton it was more 
like messing around. They 
treated you like kids. 
Supervision all the time. Here 
they make you feel grown up.” 


Reach goes a little farther. 
“Marty’s biggest problem is not 
playing consistently to his 
outmost abilities. For him to be 
totally successful, he must apply 
all his concentrated efforts. 


“| don’t believe he has 
reached his full potential. He 
needs to be more_ intense 
everyday. He doesn’t get into 
the game. He needs people to get 
on him.” 


But, despite the lack of 
intensity, Reach figures his 
Dons, now 3-3 in the South 
Coast Conference and resting in 
third place, “wouldn’t be as 
successful without Marty.” 


And it will be efforts such as 
Castillo’s (.400 batting average 
in league with two home runs 
and 10 RBls) which the Dons 
will need in order to manage an 
SCC crown in 1977.
